Contract Let for tbe Exclusive R ight 
to Capture Seals on tbe 
Siberian Coast. 


fBTOCZAL DISPATCHES TO THE RXOORD-UNION.] 


THE COAST ROAD. 
Interview W ith a Leading Railroad Offi­ 
cial on the Subject. 
S a n F r a n c isc o, Jnly 6th.—Among well 
informed officials at Fourth and Townsend 
streets, the belief in HuntiDgton’s refusal 
to build the coast road is well nigh uni­ 
versal. A high official of the Southern 
Pacific Company, in answer to a question 
concerning the closing of the gap between 
Santa Margarita and Ellwood, to-day said: 
“Why, of course the road will be bnilt. 
That was decided by Mr. Huntington some 
time ago. It is on the books, and if tbe 
Southern Pacific Company shall continue 
to bnild and operate railroads there can be 
no donbt of its constrnction.’’ 
“Will the matter be expedited or in any 
way influenced by the action of the Con­ 
vention which recently met at 8an Jose ?” 
“I do not believe the' action of this meet­ 
ing or any other meeting which may be 
held in the futnre for a similar purpose, 
will have any effect of hnrrying the con­ 
struction of the road in qnestion. When 
Mr. Huntington is convinced that the 
venture will be a success financially, then, 
and not until then, will this road be built.” 
“If the conditions of Cooper’s contract 
are carried out, would not the financial 
success of the scheme be an assured fact? 
In other words, wonld not the Southern 
Pacific Company be amply secured and 
insured against loss?” 
“No; the sum of $315,000 has been offered 
the company, together with depot facilities 
and rights of way. This seems to a person 
on the outside as a very large sum of 
money—a magnificent gift. But how does 
it compare with the cost of constrnction, 
which is estimated at $5,000.000? Though 
the amount was twice that offered, I do not 
believe Mr. HnntiDgton would accept it. 
He has often expressed himself as opoosed 
to accepting subsidio. That is not rail­ 
roading, and is sure to entangle the com­ 
pany receiving the subsidy in. an endless 
controversy and difficulty. If the people 
contribute one dollar toward the construc­ 
tion of a road, they think they own it, and 
are always interfering in its operation.” 
TRAIN ROBBERY. 
Two Men Hold Up a Train—The Robbers 
Captured. 
N o r th Y a k im a (Wash.). Jnly 6th.—The 
East-bound Northern Pacific freight train 
was boarded at this place yesterday by two 
men who had noticed the conductor get his 
t'm e check cashed. When the train was 
fifteen miles from here the conductor asked 
the men for their tickets. They stated that 
they were railroad men, and placing their 
hands into their breast pockets as if to get 
their credentials drew pistols, and covering 
the conductor and braketnan, relieved 
them of their combined capital of $120. 
When the train slowed up at a crossing 
they dropped off and took to the brush. 
As soon as the news reached this city 
Sheriff Lesh and a large posse started out 
and found tbe robbers in an Indian camp 
about two miles from Simcoe Station. 
Deputy Sheriff Simmons covered the men 
with a Winchester, and they were quickly 
secured. The money was found ‘in their 
possession. The captors earn a reward of 
$250, which was offered for the apprehen­ 
sion of highwaymen.

SIBERIAN COAST SEALS. 
The A laska C om m ercial Com pany Se­ 
cures a C ontract w ith Russia. 
8 a n F ran cisco, J uly 6th.—The Chronicle 
states that the Alaska Commercial Com­ 
pany, which nntil recently bad the ex­ 
clusive right to capture seals in ihe Ameri­ 
can waters of Behring Sea, has now se­ 
cured a contract with the Russian Govern­ 
ment granting them the exclusive right to 
capture seals on the Siberian coast. The 
number of seals to be taken is limited, but 
is not known. It is believed to be very 
large. The steamer Karluk, owned by the 
company, has recently sailed for l’etroff- 
sky to capture seals there. 
Tbe competition of the Alaska Commer­ 
cial Company will be very severe for the 
North American Company, which was re­ 
cently awarded by the United Slates the 
sealing privileges in Behring Sea, and it is 
believed the effect will be to greatly reduce 
the price of skins.

A Census E num erator A rrested for R e­ 
turning Fictitious N am es. 
S an F r an cisco, July 6th. —James Joseph 
Cusick, one of the census enumerators, was 
arrested in Santa Rosa and returned to this 
yesterday by Deputy United Stales Mar­ 
shal Wood, to answer a charge of return­ 
ing severaDhundred fictitious names while 
collecting statistics. He filled iu 375 cer­ 
tificates with the names of baseball players 
and counted in tüe names of many busi­ 
ness unen who have offices in his district 
but live elsewhere. The district hss been 
recanvassed, aud shows about 1,000 inhabi­ 
tants, but Cusick’s returns ran up the list 
to about 1,375.

THE TREATY WITH CHINA. 
The Docum ent Not Yet Signed by the 
Chinese Government. 
N ew Y ork July 6th.—The Chinese Min­ 
ister to the United States, Spain and Por­ 
tugal, Tsui Kuo Tim, arrived from France 
to-day ana started for Washington in the 
afternoon. Toui returns to America to 
watch the working of the Chinese Exclu­ 
sion Act and the recent law passed in 
California. Through bis secretary he said 
that China has not a very great feeling of 
affection for the United States, and that his 
Government has not as yet signed the 
treaty between this country and China, 
which was made by Secretary Bayard and 
Minister Chang Tin Hoon. He did not 
know whether the treaty wonld ever be 
signed by the Emperor, ñor has he ss yet 
auy idea of the attitude which China in­ 
tends assuming toward the United States. 
To a M'orld reporter Tsui said : “Unless 
the United States Government repeals the 
law which now excludes my countrymen 
from this country we shall treat tbe Amer­ 
icans to a dose of their own medicine. I 
mean that we shall exclude the citizens of 
the United States from the Chinese Em­ 
pire. We hope we shall not be pushed to 
any measures of retaliation. The Chinese 
Foreign Office has sent several demands 
to Blaine to repeal the Exclusion 
law. We have received no reply from 
him. Of course Congress alone can set 
aright the present outrage, but the State 
Department is the proper channel of nego­ 
tiation. 
Our treaties with the United 
States have been regarded as sacred trusts, 
and we have lived up to the very letter of 
them. Now, without the slightest warn­ 
ing or excuse, the United States crnelly 
breaks its solemn agreement, and bailds 
up a barrier against our citizens. 
"Your icDntation for fair dealing has 
been such in the past that we cannot be­ 
lieve you mean to break the treaty without 
reason or excuse. That you have done so, 
there can be no doubt, and if we find that 
the United Sta'es means to persist in ex­ 
cluding the Chinese from its shores we 
shall proceed to the same tactics. The 
Chinese Government will forbid the laud­ 
ing of American citizens in the Empire. 
“The American interests in China are, of 
course, vastly more important financially 
than our invested interests in the United 
States. Any rupture between the two na­ 
tions will, of course, injure American in­ 
vestments. You say that the Chinamen 
come to America and save all the money 
they can and then take it home with them"; 
that they don’t become citizens. Well 
isn’t that exactly what every American in 
China is doing?” 
“What Is believed in China to be the 
reason for our exclusion laws?” 
“It is generally supposed to be the work 
of politicians. I know, of course, your 
argument about cheap labor and destruc­ 
tion of fair wages. The Chinese have 
bnilt your great YVestern railroad and their 
cheao labor has made it possible and has 
carried through to successful completion 
works and enterprises which would have 
been impossible with other labor.” 
“The Chinese are satisfied with small 
wages, and do not strike. When they are 
driven out the capitalist will be at the 
mercy of other foreign laborers who will 
not work so cheap, and who will combine 
and strike and jeopardize capital. Chinese 
cheap labor has been tried in various parts 
of the world and is always a success.” 
MISSISSIPPI'S CONSTITUTION. 
Senator George’s Idea of W hat Revision 
Should be Made. 
V icksburg (Miss.), July 6th.—In a letter 
from Senator George, formnlating his plan 
for revising the Constitution of Mississippi, 
he indicates among the cardinal principles 
that must govern the Constitutional Con­ 
vention the following: "Good government 
in Mississippi can come only from a pre­ 
dominance of influence and political power 
in the white race; that such predominance 
should be formed on the essential truth of 
the equality and voting power of all who 
are entitled to snffrage; that the civil and 
political rights of the colored race, as guar­ 
anteed by the Constitution of the United 
States, are not to be denied or abridged, but 
protected. Their incapacity must be ac­ 
knowledged again, to the end that their 
rights and the rights of the other race may 
be protected.” 
HORRIBLE MURDER. 
The Victim’s Scalp Taken and His Face 
Skinned. 
D enver, Jnly 6th.—A Las Vegas special 
to the News sajs: A morder was commit­ 
ted in this city some time last night. J. N.

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POWDER EXPLOSION. 
A Building W recked and Several Children 
Fatally Injured. 
Scop H aven (Pa.), July 6th.—A keg 
containing fifty pounds of powder in Au­ 
gust Smith’s grocery store, at Industry, 
yesterday eveniug injured seven children, 
four iatally. The store was a resort for 
children, and at the time of the accident a 
large number were present firing fire­ 
crackers. The powder exploded with ter­ 
rific force, lifting the building, which was 
a two-story structure, from its foundation 
and wrecking it completely. 
Angust 
Smith, Jr., aged 14, was burned to a crisp. 
John Bronnor. aged 10, George Knight, 
aged 8, and Willie Kohler, aged 6, were 
fatally injured. Three others were badly 
burned, but will recover. Several kegs of 
powder were stored in the cellar, and more 
possible calamity was avoided by the 
prompt work of neighbors in extinguishing 
the fire. 
LATER ACCOUNT. 
I n d u stry (Pa.), Jnlv 6th.—Five of the 
seven little victims of the powder explosion 
last night have died, the last one being the 
19-months-old daughter of August Smith 
Emma Smith, aged 9, and Charlie Shaw, 
aged 8, the other victims, will recover. 
The father of young Brennan is crazed 
with grief, and last night tried to kill 
Smith, the owner of the building where the 
powder was stored. This morning he 
wandered away from home, and was 
found near Elizabeth, Pa., several miles 
from Industry. A close watch is now 
being kept over him. 
The Coroner’s jury rendered a verdict in 
accordance with the facts, as stated in the 
first dispatch, and condemned the practice 
of merchants keeping powder and other 
explosives where children have access to 
them. 
FUSILADE OF PISTOL SHOTS. 
A Gang of Roughs Attack a Station 
Agent, W ith Serious Results. 
B an go r (Maine), July 6th.—The ordi­ 
narily peaceful town of Qrono, eight miles 
above this city, continued celebrating yes­ 
terday by having a regular Western fighr, 
and throwing the whole town into an up­ 
roar. A riot occurred at the Main Central 
Depot, which company had been trying to 
gel rid of the presence of a set of town 
loafers who have been accustomed to make 
the place their rendezvous. 
To day six or seven roughs, more or less 
under the influence of liquor, entered the 
station, and, breaking in the door of the 
ticket office, grappled with station agent 
Neal, who was sitting at his desk. 
The sudden and furious onslaught took 
him from his feet, 8Dd they commenced 
kicking him and dragging him toward 
the door. He regained his footing, canght 
up a short piece of gas pipe lying in the 
waiting-room and went at his assailants. 
He laid two of them out before help came 
in the person of bageage-master Charles 
Buzzell, who rushed into the waiting-room 
with a revolver in one hand and a heavy 
club in the other. 
Just as he arrived 
three or four more roughs came in by an­ 
other door. 
The two railroad men went at the 
crowd, and a wicked fight followed. The 
superior numbers of roughs told, however, 
at once on Buzzell, aud he opened fire with 
his revolver, but aimed high, hoping tbat 
the smell of gunpowder would disperse 
them. At the first shot of his revolver, 
three or four revolvers were drawn on the 
other side and Buzzell received probably 
fatal wounds. 
At the hight of the fight a train rolled 
into the station and the men on board 
joined hands against the desperados. 
There was a lusilade of pistol shots, sev­ 
eral were wounded, but the roughs were 
finally arrested, 
DISCUSSING CO-EDUCATION. 
Proceedings of the National Council of 
Education. 
S t . P a u l . July 6th.—At yesterday’s 
session of the National Council of Educa­ 
tion the report of the Committee on the 
Edncation of Girls wa9 taken up. Chair­ 
man John Hancock, of Ohio, gave a report 
on the subject of the co-education of the 
sexes. Mr. Hancock is a strong believer 
in co education, and he advanced manv 
reasons for maintaining his position. 
The report was followed by lively and 
interesting discussion, in which some dif­ 
ference of opinion was expressed. E. E.

Mr. Hancock, in his closing remarks, 
said the ordinary rules which govern soci­ 
ety will govern boys and girls in schools. 
The Oberlin College was cited. 
At the afternoon session the report was 
on the subject, “The Professional Function 
of Polytechnic Schools.” It was made by 
Langdon S. Thompson.

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THE SENATE AND HOUSE.

YV ASHtNGTON, July 6tli—Frye's shipping 
bills are the unfinished business of tbe 
Senate calendar for to morrow, aud he 
hopes to have them disposed ol without 
further delay. He will then ask to have 
the river and harbor bill taken up. This 
bill, with the amendment which the Com­ 
mittee on Commerce has authorized Frye 
to offer, carries an appropriation of about 
$26.000,000, and he says it is the best bill 
of the kind ever prepared. 
Morrill, Chairman of the Finance Com­ 
mittee, will endeavor to have the tariff bill 
made the order of business after tbe ship­ 
ping bills are out of tbe way. The tariff 
bill, it is understood, will be in charge of 
Senator Aldtich. If tbe river and harbor 
bill gets the right of way it is then mote 
than probable that the tariff debate will 
not be begun in earnest until next w eek, as 
there are three appropriation bills to come 
before the Senate this week, one of which, 
the sundry civil, is likely to precipitate a 
debate of some length. 
Among its provisions as it passed the 
House is an approprition of $720,000 for 
geological and irrigation surveys, to be ex­ 
pended under the direction of Director 
Powell, and this will be antagonized bv 
Stewart and possibly by other Western 
Senators, who want the irrigation survey 
to be conducted by the Agricultural De­ 
partment. The other two appropriation 
bills are the Indian and Consolar and 
diplomatic. 
The report of the Conference Committee 
on the silver bill, which is a privileged 
mailer, is likely to be presented nefore the 
close of the week, and it will probably 
give rise to a debate of some length. 
A caucus ot Republican Senators is ex­ 
pected this week to decide whether or not 
to take up the election bill, which will 
probably be received from the House to­ 
morrow, at this session. 
The proceedings in the House promise 
to be comparatively uninteresting. Proba­ 
bly the general deficiency bill, the last of 
the appropriation bills, will be acted upon 
before the week is ended. The Election 
Committee ¡9 desirous of securing consid­ 
eration for two contested electiou cases 
(Miller vs. Elliott of South Carolina and 
Langton vs. Venable of YTirginia). which 
have been for some time on tbe calendar. 
The friends of the bankruptcy bill also 
expect to be able to get that measure be­ 
fore the House this week. 
NEW WAR VESSEL. 
Description of the Coast Defense Ram 
Scon to be Huilt 
YVa sh in g to n. Julv 6’.h.—The Constiuc- 
tion and Steam Engineering Bureau is hard 
at work on the plans of a new coast de­ 
fense ram which will probably soon be ad­ 
vertised. The Board of Bureau Chiefs have 
practically decided upon the following 
features in the constrnction of the vessel: 
Length of extreme, 243 feet; breadth, 435 
feet; depth, extreme, 21 feet; draught of 
water. 15 5 feet; displacement at water 
line, 2.160 tons ; displacement of total vol­ 
ume, 2.930; indicated horse-power, 4,800 ; 
estimated speed, 18 knots. The total weight 
of the armor will be 768 tens, the greatest 
thickness being on the conning tower, 
which will be 18 inches. The deck armor 
will be three inches at the center, six inches 
on tbe s'des. upper side armor six inches 
and tower three inches. She will carry 
seven officers and 91 men—71 in the engine 
department and 20 seamen, stewards, etc. 
Her coal capacity will 296 tons. She will 
have triple expansion engines of the twin 
screw type.

H. Riley, an op­ 
erator on the Denver and Fort Worth Rail­ 
way, stepped into a saloon to transact some 
business with the pr prietor.

WHAT SHALL THE VERDICT BE? 


There is a time for all things, and the 
time for earnest home-loving labor in the 
advocacy of the affirmative of the question 
of local improvement, to be decided in this 
city at the polls on Wednesday, is 
well nigh over. 
And because it is, the 
effort to secure the adoption of the propo­ 
sition should be renewed from this mo­ 
ment until the close of the election, with 
an energy that knows no weariness and a 
persistency that will not brook even the 
suggestion of defeat. 
Sacramento is now to decide, once for 
all, if she is to progress or to retrograde 
The result o( the improvement election is, 
in fact, to determine her whole future. 
If 
she renders a negative verdict now it will 
amount to a declaration to all the world 
that we are lacking in those broad and en­ 
lightened views, and in that high sense of 
duty, essential to the building of a city 
worthy of the name. 
It will amount to a 
repulse to capital, a direct mandate to en­ 
terprise to keep away, a verdict of con­ 
tentment with conditions that nowhere 
else are tolerated. 
All that can be said on either side of 
the question at issue has been presented to 
the voters of the city, but perhaps not all 
have given that thought to the arguments 
for the affirmative that will result in right 
action. It is therefore the duty of every 
friend of the measure to be voted upon, to 
canvass his immediate neighborhood and 
ascertain if possible if there are any of 
his acquaintances who misapprehend the 
question, or are misled by wrong informa­ 
tion. If every true friend of the city to­ 
day, within its limits, would 
take a 
few hours from to-day to the hour of 
the election, to such a canvass, there 
would result such an overwhelming vote 
in favor of the proposition that the mere 
announcement of the result would appre­ 
ciate values, and throughout the whole 
country the name of the city would be 
spoken with commendation and pride. 
We do not want a mere two-thirds ma­ 
jority for the bond measure. 
The vote 
should be practically unanimous, and the 
one method of all others to employ to make 
it so is a house-to-house canvass of the city 
by the friends of progress, cleanliness and 
prosperity. It mast be shown to the people 
that unless we manifest faith in our city 
we cannot expect others to take interest in 
it; that poor highways are the equivalent 
of walls about a city; that the expenditure 
of a small sum annually, chargeable to the 
whole people, and not alone to property- 
owners, for the improvement of our streets 
is simple justice; that because some prop- 
erty-owners, owing to a change in the law 
six years ago, have been compelled to pay 
for intersection work by front-foot assess­ 
ment, is not a good reason why that policy 
should be continued for the future; that 
all changes of policy for the better work 
some temporary hardships, which a$ a rule 
are more apparent than real; that, after all 
that can be said on that matter, the result­ 
ant benefits to the property-owner who has 
paid for intersection work will more than 
compensate him; that the burden upon all 
such will be a mere trifle when the entire 
ex|>enditure is distributed over the whole 
assessment roll; that, in fact, we do not 
expend money directly, but that under the 
proposition to be voted upon we borrow 
from the future, which, by reason of the 
good results to flow from the new policy, 
will be amply able to pay, and the more so 
because of the enhanced values and the 
increased prosperity that always follow 
improvement in a city; that 
there is 
not 
to 
be thrown upon the market 
$100,000 worth of new bonds, but that only 
so many will be issued as are demanded to 
meet the work of each season; that the agi­ 
tation of this question and of the whole 
m atter of street improvement has already 
proved of the highest value to the people 
in the reduced cost ol street improvement, 
and that the property-owners to be assessed 
for further 
street 
work 
are 
already 
assured of saving enough on the letting of 
contracts to far more than offset the sum 
that it is proposed to borrow from the fu­ 
ture; that this happy consummation is 
due directly to the agitation of the street 
improvement question since January last 
and the debate of the proposition embodied 
in the question to be voted ujron. 


THE SLEEPING BEAUTY OF POLITICS. 


The candidacy of Hon. John Rid well 
on the Prohibition ticket for Governor 
attracts but little attention. 
Prohibition 
opinion or sentiment is not as strong in 
this State as it has been in the past. The 
only temfierance organization that has any 
force or vitality is the secret order known 
as the Good Templáis, and it has been 
for many years without aggressive reform­ 
atory zeal. Its leading spirits appear to 
be content with the social features of their 
organization with its feeble-forcible nega­ 
tives. 
The few remnants of the old 
itinerary 
lecturers on Temperance are 
chiefly men without talent and certainly 
without personal force on the general 
political life of the State. The advocacy 
of Tempierance as a virtue became the 
trade or calling of a few profesional* and for 


many years has exhibited little vitality be­ 
yond a salaried philanthropy. The old 
race of noble men of the stamp of Delevan 
and Rieley has disappeared and the well 
paid reformer appears to be their only 
successors—General Bidwell is the “No­ 
blest Roman of them all.” Honest con­ 
viction commands respect everywhere and 
the Prohibition candidate has convictions 
of duty and honor which all must ad­ 
mire. Prohibition tickets succeed best 
when strong elements of political control 
want to beat the Republican party. Such 
was the force behind the candidacy of Dr. 
McDonald. Besides there was money in 
the Doctor’s fight. 
But that was also a 
Democratic year. This is a Republican 
year and the Prohibition candidacy of 
General Bidwell may spread a feeble 
smile over the general features of politics, 
such as wind colic is wont to do over the 
face of sleeping infancy. 


_ Th e committee in charge of the fire­ 
works at San Francisco on “The Fourth” 
deserves an enormous medal of base metal. 
I t had the insufferable bad taste to have 
the pyrotechnicists put up a huge design 
of Sullivan and Kiirain fighting. The 
men who perpetrated this insult to the 
day and the people should be named and 
held up to public odium. That was not 
the only bad feature of the day at the 
metropolis. W hat the slave song, “The 
Old Folks at Home,” had to do with a 
celebration commemorative of the birth 
of liberty in America, and why the over­ 
ture to “William Tell” should have en­ 
gaged the chief attention of the orchestra 
in a Fourth of July celebration, we are at 
a loss to understand. The orator of the 
day, while saying some things that are 
true and many that were untrue, mistook 
the occasion and uttered as lugubrious a 
speech, one as full of sad prophecies and 
long recitations of political ills that are 
supposed to afflict us, and social evils and 
defects in legislation, as it is possible to 
fancy. The name of Washington was not 
mentioned in it from beginning to endi 
nor was there reference to a solitary event 
of the revolution, save a passing word 
about the Declaration of Independence. 
As an essay, despite the ignorance mani­ 
fest in it. it would have done very well for 
a magazine or a reform club, but as a 
Fourth of July oration, it must have sent 
its hearers home impressed with a sense 
of the mercy of God in sparing such a 
nation of grand rascals and utter failures 
as self-governors. 
It was perhaps fitting 
that such a celebration should conclude, 
as it did, with heroic pyrotechnic figures 
of two criminal bruisers and a representa­ 
tion of cats fighting on a back-vard fence, 
presumably typical of the harmony of the 
managing committee, which, according to 
all reports, was not distinguished for the 
amity and peacefulness of its councils. 
But there is consolation in the fact that at 
the literary exercises “ America,” “ The 
Star-Spangled Banner,” and a few other 
patriotic songs were sung, and some good 
patriotic recitations given; that in the 
parade the regulars and militia were a 
credit to the day, and that three or four 
patriotic allegorical floats recalled the 
fact that the “Fourth” was indeed being 
celebrated. 


T h e recital of the punishment of a lad 
in the Rhode Island Industrial and Re­ 
form School for an escape is a horrible one. 
W e are loth to believe that for such an 
offense a lad should be confined in a dark 
cell without furniture or sufficient venti­ 
lation and fed on bread and water for 
thirty-two days. 
Yet it is alleged that 
this severe punishment was imposed, and 
that as a consequence the boy is now dying 
in the hospital. 
His original offense was 
stealing a pot of beans from a baker’s 
wagon, the value of the goods being 15 
cents. He was then 15 years old, and was 
sent to the Industrial and Reform School 
for six years. In six weeks he managed 
to escape, and after an enjoyment of some 
months of lilierty he was retaken and at 
once placed in a solitary cell that is de­ 
void of windows and is Imdless and with­ 
out any furniture except a bucket. Here 
he was fed twice a day on bread and 
water, and these limited in quantity. He 
was finally taken out a mere skeleton and 
reduced from 137 pounds to little more 
than the weight of his bones and skin. 
If 
this is the method of treating children in 
Lastern reform schools there is need for 
investigation that will hurt where it 
strikes, and that will strike in the right 
place and vigorously. 


T h e newspapers that tip-tilted their 
noses at the story of the San Diego fili­ 
bustering scheme against Lower Califor­ 
nia, because a single member of the Cali­ 
fornia press had the news of it, will he 
driven to withdraw their charge that the 
report was a newspajier sensation without 
foundation in fact. Our Government is 
now in jxissession of the constitution of 
the filibuster organization, and is fully 
informed concerning the whole nefarious 
scheme, which was far deeper and more 
threatening to good relations between the 
United States and Mexico than the first 
reports charged. 
It is a pitiful exhibi­ 
tion of smallness when metropolitan jour­ 
nals demonstrate that they are so jealous 
that they cannot admit thata rival receives 
any news exclusively. 


T h e y have discovered, say the dis­ 
patches, the real Tichborne claimant— 
this time in Australia. 
It is to be hoped 
that he will be left there, and that the 
world will not be treated to another tedi­ 
ous trial of the scandals of the Tichborne 
family. The new “claimant” is said to be 
wealthy, and he may have not consider 
the family estate, so wrecked by the law­ 
yers, as worth while battling for. 


If the report that is at hand is true 
that a young Maine man has discovered 
how to produce electrical power of great 
capacity from a small flame, and to apply 
it by a motor, he has made a discovery 
that will revolutionize industry, and have 
a marked eflect upon civilization. The 
one need of 
the day is an economic 
easily managed motor of much power. 


It is promised that a title will be con­ 
ferred upon Stanley presently, either by 
the (¿ueen of England or the King of the 
Belgians. 
Let us hope not. Stanley is an 
American citizen, and as such title-less is 
more honored than he can be by any 
bnighting in which kings or queen > have 
a part.

STATE LIBRARY. 


P ro p o s e d N ew C ode o f R o le s fo r I t s F u ­ 
tu r e G o v e rn m e n t. 
There was to have been a meeting of the 
Trustees of the State Library on Saturday, 
but there was not a quorum present and 
the meeting was deferred. Trustee Green 
had prepared the following preamble and 
resolutious, which will be submitted to the 
Board when the members come together: 
W h e r e a s, The purpose of a State Library is 
to collect in one place the valuable publications 
of the w orld for th e use of tbe people of the 
State w ho desire to read o rto refer to th em ; that 
such being the purpose ot th e Library, each citi­ 
zen of th e State has a right to find every book 
or paper purchased at the sta te ’s expense in the 
Library w hen he calls for it, subject to such ex­ 
ceptions as m ay the better carry out the purpose 
above stated; th at a sta te Library can In no 
sense and in no degree be a circulating library; 
aud whereas, in tbe infancy of the State aud in 
her earlier efforts at building a library, it may 
have been adm issible to adopt rules at variance 
w ith the tuudam ental idea leading to the es­ 
tablishm ent of a State Library. Now. since it 
has becom e of great value, and since the prac­ 
tice m ore or less in vogue in the past has led to 
the loss or m utilation of m any valuable books, 
and as th e cit.zens of the whole State are risit- 
iug tbe Library daily m ore and more to read 
books and to reter to them , it is therefore 
Resolved, T hat the following rules be and the 
sam e are hereby ad o p ted : 
1. All nooks, papers, periodicals, m aps and 
works of art uow in the law library, in the m ed­ 
ical library or in the general library are de­ 
clared to be works and oooks of reference to be 
kept in tb e Library, lor tbe use and benefit of 
the people of the state, and cannot be taken 
therefrom except as hereinafter provided. No 
book, m ap or paper valuable as a w o rt of art or 
for its antiquity shall be taken Irotn the Library 
under any i ircum stance, and the L ibrarian 
shall be the sole judge of the class to w hich a 
book, m ap or paper belongs. 
2. T he Library shall be kept open everv day, 
excluding Sundays and legal holidays. L uring 
tbe sessions ol the 1 egislature and of the Su­ 
prem e Court the Library shall be kept open from 
a o'clock a . m. to » o'clock p. m. At all other 
tim es th e hours shall be from 9 o’clock a . m. to 
4 o’clock i\ >1 ; provided, however, th e Libra­ 
rian m ay, in his discretion, keep th e rooms 
open on Sundays and legal holidays, from said 
hour o f f o’clock p. M. 10 9 o'clock p . m ., in 
charge o f some reliable person, for the accom ­ 
m odation of the citizens of the State as a read­ 
ing-room, but not for the delivery of books. 
3. Any person m aking application to the Li­ 
brarian lor any book, m ap, paper or other 
printed m atter for public use in the Library 
shall be furnished w ith the same and w ith such 
facilities for reading, copying or m aking notes 
therefrom as the 
L ibrarian can com m and- 
In case any book or paper so applied for 
shall be tem porarily absent from th e Library in 
the hands of any State officer or other person 
under th e statute law or these rules, the L ibra­ 
rian shall have it returned, if practicable, for 
th e use of such applicant. Children under 15 
years of age, unaccom panied by parents or 
guardian, are not entitled to the privileges of 
tbe Library, except at the discretion of the Li­ 
brarian. 
4. Any State officers m ay take from the Li­ 
brary to th eir respective offices such books as 
ibey m ay require for reterence in the discharge 
of their official duties, but not for tbe use of an ­ 
other person who has not the legal privilege of 
taking books. 
5. W henever a Judge of any Court of record 
in this State desires a book lor his inform ation 
in determ ining any case in his Court, or w hen 
he deem s it necessary for any attorney to have 
any book in tbe Library for use in any trial or 
proceeding, he m ay m ake a w ritten requisition 
on the L ibrarian for such book, aud the order 
m ust im ply a personal responsibility for its 
safe return. 
The expense of transportation 
m ust in all cases be borne by the applicant. 
6. M embers of State Commissions who have 
not th eir oflices at the Capitol m ay order books 
from th e Library for use in the line of their 
official duties in the sam e m anner as set out in 
Rule 5. 
7. Any m em ber o f the Legislature, elect or 
qualified, m ay m ake a requisition on the Libra­ 
rian w hen the Legislature is not in session for 
any book that m ay be taken from the Library, 
and w hich he w ill state is to aid him in the 
preparation of any bill to be presented to a 
future session in w nieb he is to sit. Such requi­ 
sition m ust im ply an agreem ent th a t if tbe book 
shall not be returned according to the rules of 
the L ibrary, the price thereof will be deducted 
from his salary the same as from the salaiy of a 
sitting m em ber. The cost of transportation in 
all cases to be borne by the applicant. 
8. Sitting m em bers of the leg islatu re will be 
required to com ply w ith th e strict letter of the 
law. 
9. No book shall be kept out of the Library 
m ore th an seven days, and one day added for 
each 5(10 mileB, or fraction thereof, it m ust 
travel in going and com ing w hen ordered from 
a distance. 
10. W riting in or m arking books or period! 
cais, tearing or turning down leaves, and all 
other defacem ents, are strictly prohibited. Any 
person defacing a book or periodical snail pay 
to the L ibrarian the price of the book injured. 
11. No loud talking w ill be allowed in any 
part of th e Library. 
12. No sm oking or chew ing of tobacco w ill be 
perm itted in the Library. 
13. Copying from 
books, other 
th an law 
books, m ust he done in pencil. 
14. No book can be taken from th e Library 
until its title and the nam e of the person taking 
it have been registered by the L ibrarian and a 
receipt given lor it, in such m anner us m ay be 
required by the Librarian. 
15. Visitors to the Library are prohibited from 
talking to tbe attacbt s during office hours, ex ­ 
cept on business in connection w ith the Librarv. 
16. Any person violating the rules of the Cali­ 
fornia M ate L ibrary m ay be prohibited by the 
L ibrarian from the use and privileges of the 
Library, and for m isbehavior and w illtul viola­ 
tion of th e rules relating to good order in the 
Library and tbe preservation of the books, m ay 
be sum m arily ejected from the Library. 
17. No rule herein contained sh all’be so con­ 
strued as to authorize any person to take any 
book, paper or m ap from the Library except for 
the purpose of inform ation in the line of his 
official duty.

The 
Placeryille Republican says the 
American River Wood and Lumber Com­ 
pany that cons.'ructed the boom in the big 
dam at Folsom is hard at work above Mos­ 
quito preparing to put wood into the river. 
A dry chute has been constructed for about 
a mile from the timber on the north hill­ 
side into the river. At the upper end a 
wood-sawing machine is erected which 
cuts the logs hauled to it into four-foot 
lengths, which are split and sent down the 
chute. The machinery for a tie and lum ­ 
ber sawmill is being hauled over and will 
be set up hefore long. About fifteen men 
are now employed and others’will be put 
on as the work proerssses.

^ ager Finn’s terms first, and, if such proves 
to be the case, he should, and in all proba­ 
bility will be made to live up to his agree­ 
ment with tbe Sau Francisco manager. ’ 
Says the Chronicle on this subject: “Now 
the question arises, will Coughlin play in 
this city or Sacramento ? He has accepted 
Manager Finn’s advance money and was 
supposed to be on his way here to pitch for 
tbe San Franciscos at next week’s games. 
His sudden flop to the Sacramentos per­ 
plexes eveu his friends. HavenB was dis­ 
gusted last night and refused to talk, while 
the other baseball magnates declared that 
Coughlin could be made to play with 8an 
Francisco.” 
WHAT THE SACRAMENTO MANAGERS SAY. 
A R ecord-U nion reporter called on Man­ 
ager Ginsberg last evening and asked him 
what he had to say concerning the contro­ 
versy over Coughlin. 
“He belongs to us,” said Mr. Ginsberg, 
“and our dispatches will so show.” 
He then brought out a package of tele­ 
grams and showed them to the reporter. 
“On the 23d of June,” said he, “we 
learned that Coughlin had been released 
by the Chicagos, and we telegraphed to 
him, in care of Spalding Bros., asking 
whether he had been released, and what 
were his terms. This was the first dis­ 
patch sent. A few days afterward Cough- 
ling telegraphed, stating his terms, and re­ 
marking also that he conld bring a good 
catcher named Lauer with him. Imme­ 
diately upon the receipt of this dispatch 
we wired him : 
“Terms accepted and advance money sent to 
you by Southern Pacific Company by wire. 
Their agent will give you the same. Don't de­ 
lay. Come at once. 
“A couple of days afterward the follow­ 
ing puzzler was received here by wire: 
“Do you want catcher Laner for $175, as 
wired? Accept both or none. Must know to­ 
morrow. 
“This dispatch was a genuine surprise to 
the managers, and they concluded that 
Coughlin wanted to back out and go to San 
Francisco. They were not to be baffled, 
however, and sent the following sharp tele­ 
gram to Coughlin: 
■‘We refer you to your first telegram. It don’t 
say in your terms that you must have Lauer 
with you. We have two fine catchers. Will 
talk to yon about Lauer when you get here. 
Come at ouce. You belong to us.” 
Mr. Ginsberg says he will 'have Cough­ 
lin, and that in all probability he will ap­ 
pear in a Sacramento uniform in the game 
here Jnly 13th. 
MUD VS. WATER. 
A Property Owner W ho Im agines That 
the Latter is Preferable. 
E ds. R ecord-U nion : Citizens and Tax­ 
payers of Sacramento: What course 
shall we take to protect onr property from 
fire in this city? We are without proper 
protection by the negligence of those that 
we have elected to look after the protection 
of our property from fire. In the southc-rn 
portion of the city several fires have oc­ 
curred of late, and in every case the same 
trouble—“mud in the pipes"—has been the 
case, as it was on Saturday night. It was 
fully ten minutes after the department was 
ready for work before any water could be 
had with force enough to reach the roof of 
the house on fire, which was not over 
twenty feet. 
The attention of the city officials whose 
duty it is to see that the mud is blown out 
of the pipes has been often called to this 
fact, but bo far as I know they have made 
no reply nor paid any attention to our re­ 
quest. Do they utterly refuse to try to give 
us any protection against fire? If not, I 
propose for all property owners to call a 
meeting and fix on some plan that may 
give us water in the place of mud in times 
of tire such as we had on Saturday night 
and on several other occasions. 
’ 
I have several thousand dollars invested 
near where the fire was Saturday night 
which I earned by hard work. I'can no 
longer remain silent and see such neglect 
of duty to keep tbe fireplugs in a condition 
that water can be hadjin time of fires. We 
have a good department to handle our en­ 
gines, ladders, etc., and if the firemen have 
water in place of mud to operate with all 
would be well. Those engines were not 
made to throw mud, and if those whose 
duty it is to look after our fire-plugs do 
not now realize tbe danger let them attend 
the next fire in the southern portion of the 
city and they will see that water is better 
than mud for putting out fires. 
Come, property owners, let us move be­ 
fore our homes, that we have spent the 
best years of our lives to earn, are swept 
from us, and our families turned shelter­ 
less into the streets. We want an alarm 
box on Q street between Thirteenth and 
Fifteenth. The nearest one to the fire on 
Saturday night was on Twelfth and O. 
We want those fire pings attended to every 
ten days, at least. It is we who own prop­ 
erty that employ the city officers, and I say 
for one, let us know why we do not 
have proper protection for our property. 
This state of affairs should not be tol- 
orated any longer. Let us move all together 
and demand our rights of those whom we 
have put in office and are paying by our 
hard day’s labor from day to day.

O pening D ay of th e G erm an F e d e ra l 
K itte M eeting. 
Berlin*, July 6ih.—The German Federal 
rifle meeting was opened to-day. A splen­ 
did procession, starting from Brandenburg, 
m arched through the decorated streets to 
the shooting grounds. A herald carrying 
the Im perial banner led the procession. 
The different bodies taking part in the 
parade were arranged in order according to 
their nationalities, the visiting American 
riflemen taking precedence over the other 
foreign organizations. 
A series of indus­ 
trial groups followed, and after th at came 
the riflemen, representing the develop­ 
m ents of the German shooting gailds since 
the thirteenth century and attired in cos­ 
tum es of the different periods. A num ber 
of pictorial cars closed the procession. 
On reaching the town hall each section 
was greeted with a flourish of trum pets, 
and when all had arrived, Burgomaster 
Forckenheck delivered an address of wel­ 
come. The paradera were given an ovation 
by the thousands of spectators that lined 
the route. 


A M ERICA N PRODUCTS. 


T h e F re n c h S enate L evies a D uty on Im ­ 
p o rtatio n s. 
_ P a ris , July 6th.—The Senate has shown 
its hand plainly in regard to the American 
questions. 
After a long debate it voted in 
favor of a duty of three francs on corn and 
six francs on cornmenl. It was distinctly 
avowed that the duty on corn was to be 
considered only a continuation of the 
policy toward American pork. The Com­ 
m ittee de Cariel declared that the im porta­ 
tion of American pork was only another 
m ode of im porting American corn and the 
French farmers could not m aintain them ­ 
selves against it. The prohibition of pork 
was right and ought to be m aintained, and 
the duty on corn should also be m ade pro­ 
hibitive. 
M illaud called attention to the fact that 
A merican pork is prohibited on the ground 
of alleged unhealthfulness. H e declared 
this merely a pretext. 
A n article published in Le Temps, thought 
to reflect the views of the Government, 
suggests that it m ight be desirable to w ith­ 
draw prohibition against pork.

A n E n g lish C om pany O pening a M ine of 
N evada N ickel. 
It is reported that an English company 
has taken hold of the Bell property at Cot­ 
tonwood and intends to develop the nickel 
and cobalt mines extensively. Superin­ 
tendent Charles Bell, formerly of Sacra­ 
mento, and the President of the company 
from New York City, are now in San 
Francisco engaged 
in 
purchasing m a­ 
chinery and supplies for a 25-ton smelter, 
which they will start on the ores as soon 
as possible.

A rran g in g P h o to g rap h s. 
‘‘What to do with one’s photographs,” 
says a writer in the Illustrated American, 
“is the question that perplexes most wo­ 
men nowadays, when of the making of 
photographs, both professional and ama­ 
teur, there is no end.” 
“Albums,” she 
goes on to say, “have been sent to the 
limbo of unfashionable possessions; port­ 
folios and cases soon overflow.” She sug­ 
gests grouping them in a large picture, if 
you have enough of one size and type. 
For instance, “seven photographs of young 
and pretty women in evening dress, all of 
them being imperial or cabinet size, or 
half a dozen heads of the pretty children 
of one’s friends, may lie made into a nice 
bit of decoration by framing them all in 
one long frame. They should have a 
narrow mat surrounding them, and this 
should make a very narrow division—half 
an inch wide—between each photograph; 
the frame itself being only a narrow mold­ 
ing of some dark wood. This makes a 
picture aliout five feet long and one foot 
wide, and looks well when hung above a 
row of shelves, above a sofa, or even a 
long table. 
Another method is to frame 
them in the same manner in one frame, 
but setting one picture above another, and 
thus making a long, narrow panel.

There is an ingenious device for keeping 
oysters good in the shell for several weeks 
after they have been taken from the water. 
Hitherto this has been done unsatisfactor­ 
ily by boring holes through the edges of 
the shells and locking in the oysters with 
bits of twisted wire. 
By the new scheme 
the edges of the shells are dipped into 
plaster of parís, mixed with certain chem­ 
icals that make it harden quickly. 
In a 
few minutes the ovster is hermetically 
sealed, and so strong is the cement that 
not even the most muscular mollusk can 
manage to get a breath of fresh air after 
having been subjected to this process.

Survey o f th e M other L ode. 
H . W . Fairbanks, in the employ of the 
State Mineralogical Burean, is now en­ 
gaged in m aking a survey of the main 
m ineral belt in Amador county. H e has 
been in this work for the past two m onths, 
commencing in Mariposa county and work­ 
ing north ward. 
His investigations take in 
a scope of country two miles on either 
side of the lode line. 
In the early part of 
the week he was pushing his work be­ 
tween Jackson and M ckelumne river. H e 
goes through the underground workings 
of all mines where the managers have no 
objection to such a proceeding. 
H e ex­ 
pects to spend two weeks in this county, 
and bis labors in the field will probably 
end fjr this season after reaching a few 
miles into E! Dorado county. 
H e says he 
notices a striking change in the mineral- 
ogical and agricultural conditions on enter­ 
ing Amador county from the south. The 
veins are more scattered, and the main 
ledge is mncb more difficult to trace, while 
a m arked im provem ent in the soil from au 
agricultural standpoint is apparent. The 
object of his researches is to prepare a geo­ 
logical map of the great quartz belt of 
California. He gathers samples of ore from 
each m ine visited, and also of thesurround- 
ing country rock.—Amador Ledger.
